THE SL1GO STRIKE 
AND THE DUTY OF THE HOUR. 


First blood was drawn In the battle 


ootween the Amalgamated Association 
and the non-union labor employed al 
the Sligo mills yesterday, and the lat- 
ter got decidedly the worst of It. 


Attacked first by unknown assail- 


ants, who If not Amalgamated men 


• -were at least sympathize!s with theh 


cause, the non-union negroes, or one 
ot them, replied to a shower of brlck- 
brtts by some gun play. The Depart- 
ment of Public . Safety assembled in 
force and arrested the non-unionists. 
In their zeal the guardians of the 
pnace dragged along to the bastlle ov- 
ei y black man who exhibited any par- 
ticular interest In the proceedings, and 
•ome who didn't. It was a great catch: 
but as most of It was Illegal, the Bur- 
gess let that portion of It go. 


There has been a great deal of in-

to enter the mill as apprentices; that 
It has simply resolved Itself Into a 
question whether or not they shall 
have a right to operate their own 
pi operty In their own way or not. The 
Amalgamated people. In reply to this, 
say that the mil! Is not up to date and 
the men will not stay becduae thoy 
cannot get a profitable tonnage out- 
prt; that the business has been badly 
m jnaged, und that tho manager wants 
to shift tha blunt-,, on the Amalgamated 
Association.

declare that thoy are perfectly satis- 
fled with the management.

Sena- 
tor Borah alone spoke in behalf of 
the state, although James H. Hawley, 
his aaTOciata, was In the court room 
•when too 'proceedings 'began. The dig- 
ouMion, always earnest, 'was 
char- 


acterized at times by deep feeling and 
drvmatlc Intensity. 


Defence at Disadvantage.' 


••Mr, Riohardson, who opened 
the 


argument, contended that the inaict- 
mont was lacking 
in 
'particularity; 


that -It left the defendant in the dark 
as to the nature of the case to be 
presented against him, and the'.de- 
fendant was entitled to a more spe- 
clflc showing ol the case. 
Ho 'sub- 


mitted nn extended 
brief, citing a 


great 
number 
ot 
authorities and 


precedents in lavor of his contention. 


Mr. Borah In reply declared that 


Khe defense -was seeking a disclosure 
of ths proof In tho hands of .the 
Hate rather than more perfect plead- 
ings, and asserted that the reports 
contained no single 
authority 
that 


would support such 8. contention. 


Mr. Darrow. who closed the argu- 


ment, 'began by saying that it -was 
the purpose of the defense to obtain 
a disclosure .of tho evidence in the 
hands of the prosecution and asked 
why the defense was not entitled to 
•uoh a showing. He iimde a spirited 
attack on the attitude of the prosecu- 
tion toward Its witnesses and evi- 
dence, describing it 
as 
mysterious, 


unfair and unjusi. 
He assarted that 


the only question 'Involved was one 
of fairness and justice to tl-.e ac- 
cused: laid stress on thy difficulty of

Colorado, disavowed a desire for any 
man's blood unjustly and avowed tho 


. purpose of th'e state to do Its duty. 


Mr. Richardson contended that the 


tatUctmcr.ts 
only showed that 
Gov- 


ernor Stuenenberg had beoA killed by 
a bomb, that Haywood was charged 
with conspiring to have Stueueubevg 
murdered, and that 
Haywood was 


charged with being prosetit and actu- 
ally committing the crime, un asser- 
tion that every one knew to be xm- 
true. 
"Mr. Haywood," said the at- 


torney, "knows all that he did at nil 
Um«s. b-ut he does not know what 
witnesses -r-oy come here and testify. 
H» la entitled-to-know what overt act 
charged a^aiuat him. The Indictment 
(ave tho •prisoner absolutely no infor- 
mation as to tii« nature of the charge 
afiainst him.* 


Senator Borah explained that tho 


charge that Haywood wag at Caldwell 
whoii the murder was committed Tvaa 
'necessary undur the Ida'ho statutes, 
although it 'was not true. 


Clarence S. .Dnrrow last night jnnde 


this comment on tho letter of Presi- 
dent Rooseveit to the Central Feder- 
ated Union of New York: 


"Cinder the laws and constitution, 


Moyer. Haywood and Petttbone are to 
foe tried in court by a jury of their 
peers. The forum la the state court 
ot Idaho. Under these facts I do-.not 
see what thrru Is for tho President to 
do. All we have? a right or desire to 
aslc.either of ^itm or any ot-her citizen 
is to leave the cc-urt* and juries to 
administer the law fairly and with- 
out prejudice and without Influence 
from the outside."
